“IT have never seen better 
in Northern Alberta than are growing

torst Fusiliers Engage In Sham 
Battle On the Shores Of 
Cooking Lake 


Shortly after six o'clock last éven- 
ing the eamp of the 10ist Fusiliers 
at Cooking Lake broke up, and the 
fifty or sixty men who had remained 
over Sunday entrained for Bdmonton 


at the stopping-place on the G.T.P. 
east of the Lake. They caught their 
last view of the cathp where tree 
pleasant days had been spent ,as the 
train passed westward on its way to 
Edmonton, the guard left in the camp 
being drawn up facing the track and 
standing at the,salute as the train 
swept. by. 
Color-Sergeant Wilson's Experiences. 

Not the least interesting of the 
many events with which the three 
days were crowded were the accounts 
of experience in active service given 
respectively. to. J. Wilsen, Color-Set. 
in the 27th Inniskillings during the 
South African war, and Major Car- 
stairs, who some years ago held an 
important command tn West Africa. 

Mr. Wilson saw active service dur- 
ing the whole of the South African 
campaign, being present at Colenso, 
Spion Kop, Vaalkrantz, Tugela 
Heights, the Rellef of Ladysmith, Bel- 
fast, ahd numerous. other engage- 
ments. Not only was he a man who 
had had experiences which fall to the 
lot of the few, but he also possessed 
the power, not always possessed by 
those whose experiences have | been 
interesting ,to narrate those experi- 
ences to others, and for more tah 
one hour on Saturday night, stand- 
ing in the light of a blazing bonfire 
around which the officers and men 
of the LOTSst were “sented,” told the 
story of some of his experiences in 
several of the more important engage- 
ments during that period, in the early 
part of the war; when the English 
forces met with a series of most dis- 
couraging reverses, 

Wore Sugar Bag Suits, 

Several incidents in the relief of 
Ladysinith which he related aroused 
much interest and some amusement, 
notably those which illustrated his 
statements as to the condition of the 
relieving foree when Ladysmith was 
reached, He declared that he had 
seen more than one man whose sole 
article of apparel when he marched 
into the city was an eighty-pound 
empty sugar bag, from which he had 
hastily improvised a suit of clothes, 
presenting an appearance the more 
ludicrous from the sign “80 pounds” 


which in large blue letters was mark- 
ed upon the front. Others, he saw, 
who had patched their clothes with 


pieces of tin. 

A storm broke ever the camp on 
Sunday evening and the men were 
obliged to seek shelter in one of the 


large marquees which served as a 
mess tent, Capt. Watts was deputed

4Jp- 
on one occasion he was sent with 260 
native troops through a hostile coun- 
try to seize a native finterlor ypost. 
Haying overcome mafiy formidable 
obstacles the Major’ and his foree 
of native troops was finally surrounded 
sby natives numbering from ten to 
fifteen thousand. This position they 
held for three weeks against this 
averwhelming force, On one occasion 
when out reconnoitering the Major 
Surprised a party of natives who had 
captured several of his men and had 
four of them trussed up at a fire 
where they were being prepared for a 
cannibal feast. 

The timely escape of one of his na- 
tive officers who had been captured, 
and who carried the news of his 
plight into civilization, brought re- 
lief to the Major's force in the nick 
of time, and saved the Major from a 
fate which, while it would doubtless 
have had the result of satisfying the 
uppetite temporarily of several native 
chiefs, would have plunged a host 
of friends into very real grief.

Dr. Whitelaw, medical health offi- | 
cer, has compiled a series of direc- 
tions to consumers of milk which are 
jof a particularly practical nature.

Take the milk in as soon as pos- | 


sible after being left at your door and 


place in your refrigerator if you pos 
sess one. (Refrigerators which should 
| be provided in every house, may be 
obtained for $8 or upwards accord- 
ing to size) An ice box will suffice 
where economy is necessary, but in 
any case ice should be used during the | 
hot weather wherever possible 

If ice cannot be had or no refrig- 
erator is provided, wrap the bottle in| 
a wet cloth and stand it in a dish of 
water by the open window, out of 
the sun The evaporation of the 
water will keep the milk cool 

Keep milk covered until it 's want- 
ed, and in the bottle in which it Is 
delivered In open bowls or pitchers | 
milk will absorb odors from food and | 
be Hable to contamination from flies | 
and dust 

Pour from the bottle only what | 
milk is required for immediate use 

Milk which has become warm 
should never be poured back into the

Have a separate quart of milk for
